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THE STOUGHTON FAMILIES OF 
DORCHESTER, MASS., AND WINDSOR, CONN.

No records have been found that disclose the paren- 
tage and place of birth of Rev. Thomas Stoughton, fa- 
ther of Thomas and Israel Stoughton of New England, but 
he probably was the son of a John Stoughton, and born 
not far from the year 1555. He matriculated at Queens 
College, Cambridge, in 1573 and received the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts in 1576-7. He was made a Fellow of 
the College in 1579 and became a Master of Arts in 1580. 
He was ordained deacon and priest at Lincoln, Feb. 13, 

"in the Bishop's Chapel within his Manor of Bug- 
and probably held his first curacy in that dio- 


July 1586 he was installed Rector at Naughton, 
near [Ipswich in Suffolk, under the patronage of John 
Moore who evidently acquired the Advowson upon the re- 
tirement of Richard Tamplin, the previous Rector. The 
church at Naughton, still standing, dates from the ear- 
ly post-Norman period, and was obviously built by the 
Normans upon a Saxon foundation. The tower lacks but- 
tresses, a style of architecture preferred by the Nor- 
mans, but the font within the church displays markings 
that are plainly Saxon. An unbroken record of the Rec- 
tors has been kept from Ran de Cockfield in 1300 to the 
present day. 

The Naughton parish register supplies two records: 


1591 November: Anne Stoughton ye daughter of Thomas 
Stoughton was bapt. ye 10th of this month and 
buried the 17 of December following. 

1593 January: Thomas Stoughton ye sonne of Thomas & 
Katherine his wife was bapt. on ye 23d of this 
month. 


Edward Stubbin, also under the patronage of John 
Moore, succeeded Thomas Stoughton as Rector at Naughton 
in July 1594. It is not known where Thomas Stoughton 
spent the following six years, but he became Vicar of 
Coggeshall in Essex 12 December 1600, succeeding Law- 
rence Newman whose death had occurred in March 1600.

The parish at Coggeshall also dates from early times, 
John the Vicar of Coggeshall being mentioned as one of 
the taxpayers in 1296, during the reign of Edward I. 
The modern church building, combining several additions 
to the early church, was badly 'blitzed' during World 
War II. The Coggeshall parish register gives the fol- 
lowing family records: 


Baptism: 1602/3 [srael Stoughton son of Thomas 18 Feb. 
Marriage: 1605 John Maxfild to Mari Stoughton 23 July 
Burial: 1603 Katherine Stoughton wife of Thos. 18 Apr. 


Besides a reference to him in the will of William 
Harlakenden of Earls Coln as "Mr. Stoughton, preacher 
of God's word in Coggeshall," nothing further has been 
found on record*durin,z his stay there except the state- 
ment that he was deprived of his vicarage 4 April 1606, 
and succeeded by Rev. Ralph Cudworth, a Fellow of Em- 
manuel College. The reasons for his removal have not 
been learned, but like many another one at that time, 
the grounds may have been non-conformity to the estab- 
lished Church of England. He may, therefore, never 
have held another pastorate. 

Rev. Thomas Stoughton was married at least twice, 
a wife Katherine, of unknown parentage, having died in 
1603 at Coggeshall, two months after the birth of their 
son Israel. He then married a second wife, Elizabeth, 
but must have died not long after leavinz Coggeshall, 
as before 1610 his widow had become the wife of William 
Knight of Lincoln. Possibly, therefore, it was ill- 
health rather than non-conformity that prompted his re- 
moval from the Vicarage of Coggeshall. 

Records indicate that the Rev. Thomas Stoughton had 
at least the following children, though the numbering 
here assigned to them may not be precisely according to 
order of birth. 


1. Anne, bapt. at Naughton, 10 Mar. 1591; d. 17 
Dec. 1591. 


2. John, undoubtedly the eldest surviving son. ‘the 
Alumni Cantabrigienses states that he was bapt. at 
Naughton, 23 Jan. 1593, but the entry on that date in 
the register at Naughton records the baptism of a son 
Thomas to Thomas and Katherine Stoughton. Absence of 
further evidence makes it impossible to determine the 
reason for the confusion. 

John Stoughton was admitted sizar at Emmanuel Col- 
lege, 23 April 1607. This college, founded in 1584, 
developed as the rising tide of religious liberalism 
and clerical education gained in momentum. It was the 
college largely attended by those who came to be known 
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as the Puritans, and many of the early New England Div- 
ines had been educated there,-John Cotton, Thomas Hook- 
er, Nathaniel Rogers, and Thomas Shepard, as well as 
John Harvard, the founder of Harvard College. 

The Master's degree was conferred upon John Stough- 
ton in 1614, and in 1616 he was made a Fellow. He be- 
came a Bachelor of Divinity in 1621, and in 1624 he was 
installed Rector of Aller in Somerset upon the death of 
the Rev. Ralph Cudworth, who had been the Rev. Thomas 
Stoughton's successor at Cogyveshall and had resigned in 
the following year. The degree of Doctor of Divinity 
was received from Emmanuel College in 1626, and six 
years later Rev. John Stoughton was made perpetual Cur- 
ate of St Mary the Virgin, Aldermanbury in the City of 
London, succeeding Dr. Thomas Taylor, a divine of high 
repute. 

Soon after he became Rector of Aller in Somerset, Dr. 
Stoughton married the widow of his predecessor, and 
thus became the stepfather of two Cudworth boys upon 
whom he appears to have exerted a deep influence. James 
Cudworth, the younger son, was one of the early Puritan 
emigrants to New England, and, writing from Scituate, 
Mass., in December 1634, to "his very Loveing & Kinde 
ffather, Dr. John Stoughton at his house in Alderman- 
bury," in the forepart of the letter said: "Indeed I 
have cause if ever eny had to blesse the Lord that ever 
I saw yow, for under god yow have bine the gretest in- 
strument of good to me in the world," and signed him- 
self "Youre dutyfull sunn till death, Janes Cudworth." 

The elder son, Ralph Cudworth, entered Emmanuel Col- 
lege in 1632 and became a Fellow in 1639. He was con- 
nected with the college intimately until elected to be 
the Master of Christ's College in 1654, a position he 
held until his death in 1688. He had published in 1678 
his great work, The True Intellectual System of the 
Universe. 

Dr. Stoughton's wife, the daughter of John and Jane 
(Woodroofe) Machell, died at Aldermanbury about 1634, 
and in the following year he married secondly, Jane 
Brown, the daughter of John Brown of Frampton in Dor- 
setshire, and the widow of Rev. Walter Newborough who 
had been Rector of Simonsbury, Dorset. Two daughters, 
Jane and Mary, were born of this marriage. 

Dr. John Stoughton was classed among the learned 
writers and fellows of Cambridge University, and was 
accounted "a pious and orthodox Divine," "a laborious 
preacher" for some seven years at Aldermanbury. How- 
ever, having touched at times upon "the popish and ar- 
minian innovations," he was at the instigation of Bish- 
op Laud brought before the high commission. Possibly 
further prosecution might have been in store for him 
had his death not occurred soon afterward, 4 May 1639. 
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An entry in the parish register at Aldermanbury states: 
1639 Dr. Stoughton 
John Stoughton Doctor of Divinity 
and Pastor of the church of Alder- 
manbury buried 9 May 1639. 
His successor at Aldermanbury was Mr. Edward Calamy who 
was later ejected for non-conformity. 

Dr. John Stoughton was one of the first to turn at- 
tention to the Indian population of New England, and to 
display a benevolent concern for their advancement. In 
1635 he made a plea in their behalf, and proposed that 
a college especially devoted to their education be 
founded. His untimely death undoubtedly interrupted 
further steps on his part for their benefit. 

Three volumes of Dr. Stoughton's sermons were pub- 
lished in 1640 by his widow, with dedication to Robert, 
Earl of Warwick. The widow contracted a third marriage 
in 1659, becoming the wife of Thomas Burwell, M.D., of 
London. 


3. Thomas, probably born during the period between 
Rev. Thomas Stoughton's departure from Naughton in Suf- 
folk and his vicarage at Coggeshall in Essex. He had 
married in England and become the father of at least 
two children, Thomas Jr. and Katherine, before embark- 
ing for New England in one of the ships of the Winthrop 
fleet and settling at Dorchester, Mass., with the found- 
ers of that place. If his wife accompanied him, she 
must have died not long after their arrival, as he mar- 
ried a second time in 1635. He very likely came on the 
Mary and John, on which a majority of the first set- 
tlers at Dorchester arrived 30 May 1630, after a voyage 
of seventy days. 

He was evidently a man of position and prominence, 
as the early records frequently refer to him as "Mr. 
Stoughton," and the title was not carelessly applied in 
those days. He was appointed by the Court of Assist- 
ants of Massachusetts Bay Colony, 23 Sept. 1630, to be 
the first Constable of Dorchester. As a Constable, 
however, he was not above the arm of the law himself, 
for the Court records state that 1 March 1631: "Mr. 
Thos. Stoughton, constable of Dorchester is ffyned 
v£s for taking upon himself to marry Clem’ Briggs & 
Joane Allen & to be imprisoned til hee hath pd his 
ffyne." Having imposed the fine and made record of 
it, the Court appears to have been satisfied, as the 
unpaid fine was rescinded in 1638 when the records were 
cleared of many similar unpaid fines, Thomas Stoughton 
being then no longer within the jurisdiction of the Bay 
Colony. 

He was among those from Dorchester who first peti- 
tioned for the right of freemanship, 19 Oct. 1630, and 
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together with the others admitted to freemanship took 
the oath 18 May 1631. The Dorchester Town Records men- 
tion him a number of times as Ancient Stoughton, indi- 
cating that he was an Ancient in the Militia, signify- 
ing Ensign or Standard Bearer. 

Thomas Stoughton was among those who established the 
settlement at Windsor in Connecticut, and must have re- 
moved there as early as 1636, since a Court held at 
Newtown (Hartford) 21 Feb. 1637 records: "Samuel Wake- 
man & Ancient Stoughton doe thinke meete that the bounds 
of Wytherfeild shal be extended...." He was a dele- 
gate to the first Connecticut Assembly after the adop- 
tion of the Fundamental Orders, April 1639, and at sev- 
eral sessions thereafter; and in 1040 he was made a 
Lieutenant in the Militia. In that same year, the Court 
executed legal grants to confirm his proprietorship of 
various parcels of land occupied by him. 

Previous to movins to Connecticut, Thomas Stoughton 
had married in 1635 Margaret (Barret) Huntington, widow 
of Simon Huntington who died on shipboard during pas- 
sage from England in 16033. James Cudworth in his long 
letter to his stepfather, Dr. John Stoushton, written 
in December 1034, mentioned that: “as concerning my 
unkells, blessed be god, they are both in good health, 
& my unkell Thomas is to bee maried shortly to a widow 
that has good meanes & has 5 chilcren." 

Thomas Stoughton, Sr., died 25 Mar. 10601, according 
to the Windsor record. Mrs. Margaret Stoughton is men- 
tioned in Winthrop's Medical Journal as one of the Doc- 
tor's patients in 1605/6, but her death is unrecorded. 

Children: 


i. Thomas, probablv not over ten vears old when he came tc 
New England with his father in 1630. The first ref- 
erence to him is found at Windsor, when by deed dated 
1) July 1645 he received all his father's Windsor 
roperty except "the home lott, well Court and Court 
before the house, and the orchard," which were reserv- 
ed for the father's use. Some time later, however, 
he purchased the dwelling together with the orchard 
and courts formerly exempted, agreeing to maintain 
his father and his steomother in proper comfort. The 
Sarah Stoughton whose burial in Windsor was recorded 
in Mav 1652 was probably his first wife. The record 
of his (second) marriage reads: "Thomas Stoughton of 
“yndsor’' and Marv Wadsworth (daughter of William) 
weare married Nov. 30th 1655." The stone house, gen- 
erally referred to as the "Old Fort," was erected dy 
Thomas Stoughton in 1656. He died in Windsor, 1° 
Sevt. 168, and his widow died there 8 Feb. 1712. 

ii. Katherine, married 18 Jan. 16))9/50 (recorded at Hart- 
ford), John “Wilcox, Jr., as the second of his four 
wives, 
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4. The records of the Massachusetts General Court 
state that it was voted 14 May 1645: "Upon weighty 
reasons moveing, it is ordered yt Mrs. Chamberlain, 
widow sister to Mr. Israell Stoughton, (lately a wor- 
thy member of ye comon weale) shal be alowed out of Mr. 
Andrews gift either a cowe or five pounds." 

Henry Chamberlain, a shoemaker, from Hingham, Nor- 
folk, England, came to New England in the Diligent in 
1636 with his mother, Christian, his wife, Ann, and two 
children. 

Anne, the recorded sister of Israel Stoughton, died 
in 1591. Possibly a subsequent sister wus given the 
same name, and was the Ann, wife of Henry Chamberlain, 
who came with him in the Diligent. No record has been 
seen to prove that Ann Chamberlain was a widow in 1645, 
but she was more suitable in age to have been a sister 
of Israel Stoughton than was the widow Christian Cham- 
berlain, who died in Hingham, Mass., 19 Apr. 1659, at 
the reputed age of 81 years. 


S. Judith, who married (lst) John Denman, and (2nd) 
a man whose surname was Smead, concernin;s whom nothing 
has been found on record. She was one of the signers 
of the Dorchester Church Covenant in 1636, and at the 
time of her death in 1639 was a widow. ‘he General 
Court confirmed Israel Stoughton as executor of the 
will "of his sister, Judith Smead," ana the disposal of 
her effects is on record, though no copy of her will 
has been preserved. 


6. Israel, born in Coggeshall, Essex, England, and 
there baptized 18 Feb. 1602/3. His mother, Katherine, 
died two months afterward and he was reared by a step- 
mother who, after the death of Israel's father, became 
the wife of William Knight of Lincoln. Israel grew up 
as William Knight's stepson, or "son-in-law" as was the 
term then used, and assumed the place of an elder half- 
brother to his stepmother's four Knight children, Wil- 
liam, John, Mary, and Ursula. William Knight died in 
1630 leaving a will dated 21 Mar. 1629/30 in which he 
appointed as the executor, Israel Stoughton, his son- 
in-law. No further records concerning Israel have been 
discovered previous to his emigration to New England in 
1632 with a wife and children, and his settlement at 
Dorchester, Mass., where his elder brother, Thomas, had 
preceded him. He had married in England, about 1624, 
Elizabeth, whose family name is not known. 

Israel obtained a grant of land in Dorchester in the 
spring of 1633 and built a grist-mill on the Neponsett 
river in which was produced the first cornmeal ground 
by water power in New England. He was made a freeman 
5 Nov. 1633, and on the same day was appointed Ensign 
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in the Dorchester Train Band under Capt. John Mason. 

Israel Stoughton was a man of much physical activity 
and mental alertness, educated above the average of his 
day, and the possessor of ample means. He immediately 
became prominently connected with church and town af- 
fairs in Dorchester, and was one of the three deputies 
sent by the town in 1634 to the first General Court of 
Assistants. One of his first steps as a Deputy was to 
propose that certain laws be more liberalized. The 
higher officials of the Court, jealous of their own 
prerogatives, received his recommendations with little 
enthusiasm, but suggested that he put his ideas. in 
writing. Upon complying with their request, he was im- 
mediately accused by the Court "of publishing a book" 
containing seditious matter, and disqualified from 
holding office for three years. The people of Dorches- 
ter unavailingly petitioned the General Court for a re- 
mission of the sentence. 

Undoubtedly this episode only tended to increase lo- 
cally the spirit of dissatisfaction with the government 
that appears to have been rife at that time among the 
colonists in general, and to hasten the departure of so 
many of the original Dorchester settlers to Windsor in 
Connecticut. Israel Stoughton had probably been the 
self-appointed spokesman for a large number of similar- 
minded individuals, and he and his brother thomas were 
both actively engaged in promoting the Windsor settle- 
ment. However, Israel's large real estate holdings 
precluded his participation in the early removals, and 
the subsequent turn of affairs caused him to relinquish 
the intention entirely. 

The government, finally realizing that it was con- 
fronted with a serious situation, began to take steps 
to stem the spreading tide of migration, and in 1636, 
perhaps as one move in the attempt, reinstated Israel 
Stoughton. His rise to the Captaincy of the Dorchester 
Train Band 9 March 1637, and his election as an Assis- 
tant in the General Court when the Vane party was de- 
feated in the following May, completely reversed any 
plans he may have had for removal to Connecticut. 

The Dorchester Church was organized in 1636, and the 
first signatures to the covenant were those of Israel 
Stoughton and his wife. In 1637 he was a member of the 
synod that tried Anne Hutchinson, and he frequently 
conducted church service in the absence of the regular 
preacher. 

When the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company was 
formed in 1637, Israel Stoughton was the tenth to sign 
the roll of membership, and in 1642 he was elected Cap- 
tain. He was chosen by lot to command the Massachu- 
setts forces sent during the Pequot War to aid Capt. 
John Mason, and althouzh arrival was too late to take 
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part in the main attack, his command pursued and nearly 
annihilated the fleeing Indians. On his return, a day 

of general thanksgiving was proclaimed to celebrate the 
exploit, and as a personal reward, his town rates were 

remitted for one year. 

He served with Governor Endicott in running the Old 
Colony line in 1639, ana also in the same year assisted 
in codifying the laws of the Colony. In 1641 he acted 
as Commissioner to administer the government of New 
Hampshire. 

Israel Stoughton made a trip to England on personal 
business in 1643, accompanied by his "half-brother," 
William Knight, who had in the meantime graduated at 
Queens College, Cambridge, in England, entered the min- 
istry, emigrated to New England, and was at the time 
pastor of the Church in Topsfield, Mass. Israel found 
England in the first struggles of Cromwell's uprising 
against the Stuarts. Cominz into contact with many par 
tisans of Cromwell's cause, among whom was Anthony 
Stoughton, an officer in the Parliamentary forces, he 
espoused the cause himself and returned to New England 
to enlist others in the enterprise. As Anthony Stough- 
ton died in the following year, it must have been then 
that he consigned his fourteen-year old daughter, Rose, 
to Israel Stoughton's care, who on his return to New 
England brought the child with him in order that she 
might escape the perils of the civil war then impending. 
Rose Stoughton remained in New England and became the 
wife of Richard Otis. 

Back in England by July 1644, Israel Stoughton was 
commissioned a Colonel in the Cavalry under Rainsbor- 
ough, and served in that capacity until his death from 
fever at Lincoln in 16,45. 

While in London in 16i44,, Israel made his will and 
among those appointed as overseers he named "my deere 
brothers, Mr. Wm. Knight, Mr. Thomas Stoughton, Mr. 
Thomas Clarke, Mr. David Yale," who were his own broth- 
er Thomas, and his three "half-brotherly" Knight con- 
nections,-Rev. William Knight the Topsfield minister, 
Thomas Clarke, who according to the Dorchester Church 
records had married Mary Knight, and David Yale whose 
wife Ursula can have been none other than Ursula Knight. 

He also made provision for his "deere mother," the 
widow Knight, who with her three youngest children had 
come to Dorchester in 1635, and was then a member of 
his household, to continue "to dwell in my house with 
my wife, during her pleasure, and any other comfortable 
accomuodation my estate may reach unto." 

Mrs. Elizabeth Stoughton, Israel's widow, died in 
Dorchester, 6 Aug. 1681. 

the History of Dorchester as well as many other 
sources include Israel Stoughton among those who came 
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to New England with the Winthrop party in 1630, but 

is no record of him in Dorchester until the year 

when the Colonial Records state that 3 Oct. 1632, 

Miller & John Wipple were ordered to pay fines to 

maister Israel Stoughton for their wastfull ex- 

of Powdr & Shott." 

May 1635, Israel Stoughton wrote a lengthy letter 
to his brother, Dr. John Stoughton in London, England. 
In the letter Israel recounted the incidents that re- 
sulted in his disqualification by the General Court be- 
cause of his "publication of seditious matter," in or- 
der that Dr. John might be informed about the intimate 
details of the case before any round-about rumors reach- 
ed him, and that he might make the matter known to Is- 
rael's mother, to whom Israel could not also write at 
such length. 

In that letter, Israel made the following statement: 
"When I came into the country, for one whole year after, 
the government was solely in the hands of the assist- 
ants,....so in May last yeare there was a general Court 
--eein which I was by our towne chose a commity (though 
unworthily.)" From this it is evident that Israel had 
been in New England only one whole year (that is, the 
entire year 1633) previous to the first session of the 
General Court in May 1634. Although the exact date of 
his arrival, and the ship on which he came, is unre- 
corded, he must have come in the year 1632, and prob- 
ably had not been here long when his two servants were 
fined for their wasteful expenditure of powder and shot. 

From the context of Israel Stoughton's will, it is 
clear that he had three sons, Israel, William and John, 
and also three daughters whose names were not mention- 
ed. The birth of a seventh child was due about the 
time the will was written, and provision was made in 
the event that the expected child should be a son. 

Children: 


i. Israel, born in England about 162. Though still a 
minor in 16) when his father's will was made, he 
was on the verge of his majority as he was made co- 
executor with his mother. He had become of age in 
165 when he was admitted as a member of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company and was designated 
"Mr. Israel Stoughton," He met an untimely death 
by drowning in the svring of 1647, and the Rev. John 
Eliot, vastor of the Church in Roxbury, made the fol- 
lowing entry in the church records describing the 
disaster: "This spring we of Roxbury with some of 
Dorchester ventured to sea in a small vessel but the 
master wanted sufficient experience & the vessel 
overmasted & was overset & many weeks after came 
whole allmost ashore to show the error of men to goe 
to sea so rawly. Many wr cast away in her—Mris 
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Stoughton's eldest sonne, Mr. Howards Eldest sonre 
with many others," 

Hannah, born in Fngland in 1627. She married James 
Minot in Dorchester, 9 Dec. 1653, and died there 27 
Mar. 1680 in the 3rd year of her age. according to 
the inscriotion on her gravestone. She was the moth- 
er of seven children. Her daughter, ®lizabeth, mar- 
ried Rev. John Danforth. Her daughter, Mehitable, 
married Capt. Thomas Cooper, and was mother of Rev. 
William Cooper, Pastor of the Brattle Street Church 
in Boston. 

William, the second son, born in England 30 Sept. 1631. 
An account of him follows. 

The unnamed daughter mentioned in Israel Stoughton's 
will. She mav have been born in England about 1629 
or in Dorchester in the years 1633-35, before the 
extant records begin. Nothing has been found that 
identifies her, and she may have died early. She 
possibly, though rather imorobably, may have been 
the Katherine Stoughton who married John Wilcox in 
Hartford, Conn., 18 Jan. 169/50. Thomas Stoughton, 
however, would more likely have named a daughter for 
his mother, than Israel who never knew his own moth- 
er. Gov. Stoughton made no mention in his will of 
anv Wilcox neohews or nieces; while, on the other 
hand, a sister-in-law and a stepson of John Wilcox 
married into the family of Thomas Stoughton. 

v. John, the third son, baptized in Dorchester, 1638. A 
notation in the Dorchester Church records states that 
he died in Barbadoes, but omits any date. Evidently 
his death occurred in early manhood, as on 16 May 
1665 his brother William described himself as "the 
sonne and onlie heir of the late Israel Stoughton of 
Dorchester." (Suffolk County Deeds, ::28).) 

Rebecca, baptized in Dorchester, 29 Aug. 161, married 
25 Aug. 1664, William Tailer, a merchant of Boston, 
She was the mother of William Tailer who became Gov- 
ernor of the Colony, and of Elizabeth Tailer whose 
husband, John Nelson, served at one time as Lieuten- 
ant-Governor., It was through her that Israel Stough 
ton became an ancestor of Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 

Thomas, baptized in Dorchester, 30 July 164. The ex- 
pected seventh child mentioned. in his father's will. 
He died in infancy. 


William Stoughton, the second son of Israel and E- 
lizabeth Stoughton, was born in England 30 Sept. 1631. 
His parents emigrated to New England in the following 
year, and his boyhood was spent in Dorchester, Mass. 
After his graduation from Harvard College in 1650, he 
went to England to continue study at a higher institu- 
tion of learning, and enrolled at New College, Oxford, 
where he obtained a Master's dewree 30 June 1653, and 
was accorded a fellowship. He remained in England for 
ten years and during the later part of his stay filled 
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a@ pastorate at Rumboldswyke in Sussex, but losing his 
fellowship on the restoration of the Stuarts under 
Charles If, he returned to New England and soon ac- 
quired a high reputation for attainments in theology 
and law. He was a preacher of marked ability, and in 
1662 delivered the Election Sermon in which occurred 
the often quoted passage that "God sifted a whole na- 
tion that he might send choice grain into the wilder- 
ness." He declined repeated invitation from the Church 
in Dorchester, and also from the Church in Charlestown, 
to accept a settled pastorate, preferrin,, to devote his 
talents to the practice of law. 

He was elected an Assistant in the General Court in 
1671, and continued to hold that office until elected 
Chief-Justice in 1686. He wus made Lieutenant-Governor 
under Phips in 1692, and when Phips retired in 1694 he 
became Acting Governor, and then Deputy-vovernor under 
royal commission, which office he held until his death 
in 1/01, except for the period in 1694-1700 when the 
Earl of Bellamont was in Boston and assumed the role of 
Governor. The epitaph on his tomb in Dorchester reads 
that he "was Lieutenant and afterward Governor." 

The witchcraft trials at Salem took place during 
William Stoughton's term as Chief-Justice, and he has 
been much censured for the austere way in which he is 
accused of conducting some of the trials, and for his 
apparent lack of remorse when the awful mistake of the 
whole tragic proceeding was realized. Judge Stoughton 
always maintained that the trials were conducted in all 
sincerity anda good faith concurrent with the knowledge 
of the day and the law at that time. Belief in witch- 
craft wus almost universal then, and both Judge Sewell 
and Judge Stoughton must have believed in its reality, 
or they would never have been so hoodwinked by the ju- 
veniles who perpetrated the hoax. Later, it was Judge 
Stoughton who prorpted Governor Phips "to lay the mat- 
ter so clearly before ning William Ii] that the King 
forbade any more witchcraft trials in either England or 
the Colonies." 

Governor Stoughton left a long and detailed will in 
which he generously remembered relatives, friends and 
dependents, as well as religious and educational in- 
stitutions. His cash bequests totaled well over a thou- 
sand pounds. Like his father, he gave liberally to 
Harvard College, both during his lifetime and in his 
will. The original Stoughton Hall was erected by him 
and presented to the college, which also received the 
bequest of trust funds for aiding worthy students, 
preference to be given to descendants “of my father or 
my late uncle, Mr. Thomas Stoughton of Windsor, Conn." 
He was humanely concerned about the Indians, and left 
one hundred pounds “unto the furtherance of the works 
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of gospelizing the Indians." He stipulated in addition 
that "for the further encouragement of Indian students, 
my desire and will is that when any such shall be sent 

to the College, one of the garret chambers in the build- 
ing by me erected may be allowed to two of them gratis." 

The spirit and wording of his will are hardly what 
might be expected from the "unfeeling and atrabilarious" 
autocrat depicted by the majority of historians. His 
tomb in the old Dorchester burial ground is embellished 
with the Stoughton coat-of-arms and bears a lengthy and 
eulogistic epitaph in Latin. 

William Stoughton was the only one of Israel Stough- 
ton's four sons to survive early manhood, and as he 
never married, the direct male line from Colonel Israel 
Stoughton ended with Governor Stoughton's death, 7 July 
1701.

(Hartford, 1952), by Donald Lines Jacobus ana Edgar 
Francis Waterman. The page numbers following each 
heading refer to pages in this book. 


I. ROBERT DAY of Hartford, Connecticut (p. 509) 


As pointed out in the volume by Mr. Jacobus and Mr. 
Waterman, two men named Robert Day came to New England 
in successive years, one of them from Stanstead Abbott, 
co. Hertford. it is possible that both were from that 
vicinity. Although the Parish Registers of Stanstead 
Abbott for the seventeenth century have been lost, and 
there seem to be no Bishop's Transcripts in existence, 
yet the following will shows that a family named Day 
resided at Stanstead Abbott and used the ,name Robert. 
It is suggested (although proof is lacking) that Ralph 
Day, the testator of 1075, may well have been a brother 
of the Robert Day of New England who came from that 
place. 

The will of Ralph Day Senior of Stansted Abbot, co. 
Herts., yeoman, dated 20 July 1675. Whereas I am weak 
of body.....I bequeath my Soul to Almightie God....To my 
youngest son Daniel Day & to Elizabeth his wife, & to 
either who is the longer liver of them, for their natu- 
ral lives, all my messuage « tenement in Stansted Ab- 
bot now in the occupation of Jacob Corke junior, stand- 
ing near y® water called Carter's Gutter, with all ap- 
purtenances &c. And after the decease of said Daniel 
and Elizabeth Day, I give & bequeath the aforesaid 
house to Ralph Day, son of the said Daniel and Eliza- 
beth, & to his heirs forever. If the said Daniel and 
Elizabeth shall suffer the house to fall into decay, 
then I appoint my son Ralph Day to receive the rent and 
repair the house for the benefit of Ralph Day my grand- 
child. To my said son Daniel Day and to Elizabeth his 
wife « to the longer liver of them, my tenement at Koy- 
don wherein Edward Faint now dwelleth, for their natu- 
ral lives, and after their decease to their son Robert 
Day « his heirs forever. My mind & will is that the 
aforesaid Ralph and Robert Day, my grandsons, shall pay 
to Elizabeth Day, their sister, the sum of £3 apiece 
out of the aforesaid houses. litem, to my said grand- 
daughter Elizabeth Day, daughter of my son Daniel Day, 
my feather bed and the rest of my furniture. To Ralph 
Day my eldest son, all my messuage & tenement in Puk- 
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ridge Street in the parish of Standon, to him & his 
heirs forever. All the rest & residue of my estate (my 
bequests, debts &« funeral expenses having been paid) I 
give to the said Ralph Day, my eldest son, whom I nomi- 
nate sole executor.

II. NATHANIEL ELY of Springfield, Massachusetts (p. 
535+538) 


Something has been attempted towards learning more 
of the English ancestry of this family since 1881, when 
the noted antiquarian, Col. Joseph Lemuel Chester, is- 
sued his report which was published four years later by 
Heman Ely in Records of the Descendants of Nathaniel 
Ely: the Emigrant (Cleveland, Ohio, 1055). A summary 
of both the old and the new information is given here- 
with: 

Rev. George Ely, born about 1545, probably in Lin- 
colnshire, is presumably identical with the "George He- 
lie" of co. Lincoln, who matriculated at Magdalen Hall, 
Oxford, 20 Feb. 1564, B.A. 25 June 1566, M.A. 3 July 
1569 |Foster, Alumni Oxonienses, part 1, vol. 2, p. 
461). He was Lower Master at the King's School, Can- 
terbury, co. Kent, 1568-1571 lArchaeologia Cantiana, 
vol. 44, 1932, p- 132], evidently starting this job be- 
fore he had received his M.A. He must have been mar- 
ried, quite possibly at Canterbury, about 1569, but the 
record of the marriage has not yet been found. He was 
appointed Vicar of Tenterden, co. Kent, 26 Apr. 1571, 
and held this post until his death in 1615. He was 
buried at Tenterden 21 Aug. 1615, leaving a will dated 
13 Aug. 1615, proved at Canterbury 30 Aug. 1615, which 
is quoted verbatim in the Descendants of Nathaniel Ely 
and summarized in the Hale, House and Related Families. 
Mr. Ely's wife Florence was living when he drew his will 
on 13 Aug. 1615, but was buried at Tenterden five days 
later, on 18 Aug., three days before her husbend. She 
may or may not have been the mother of his children, 
but it should be noted that none of Mr. Ely's grand- 
daughters was named Florence.

As "Mr, Nathaniel Elye, clerke, Waster of Arts,"he 
was married at Tenterden on 9 June 1597, immediately 
after receiving his M.A., to Susannah Dowle. Mr. 
Nathaniel Ely's date of death is not known, but he 
died before his father, and his widow received a leg- 
acy in the will of Rev. George Ely as "my daughter- 
in-law Susanna Ely." His children, moreover, receiv- 
ed quite considerable bequests from their grandfather, 
the girls, Susan, Margaret and Sarah each getting 416. 
13.4, while the boys, John, Thomas, Francis and Nath- 
aniel were to divide equally Mr. George Ely's mes- 
suages and lands in Woodchurch, co. Kent. 

It was long a puzzle to the present writer where 
Mr. Nathaniel Ely and his family could have lived. He 
was not mentioned in Hasted's History of Kent as in- 
cumbent of any parish in that county and the conclu- 
sion was reached that he must have been a schoolmas- 
ter rather than a narson, This conclusion was con- 
firmed on 9 Jan, 1950 when Mrs. Elizabeth (French) 
Bartlett told me that she and her late husband had 
found the baotismal records of two of the children of 
Mr. Nathaniel Ely, including a son George (named for 
his grandfather) who evidently died voung, and that 
Mr. Nathaniel Ely was indeed a schoolmaster in Kent. 
A suspicion then dawned that he might have lived in 
Canterbury ani might, like his father before him, 
have been a Master at the historic King's School. 
This "hunch" was confirmed by the discovery in the 
printed Registers of Canterbury Cathedral of the bur- 
ial record of "Thomas the sonne of M™ Elye" on 22 
June 1616. No other children of Mr. Nathaniel Ely 
were baptised or buried in the famous Cathedral, or 
in any of the parish churches in Canterbury of which 
the Registers have been printed, namely, St. Alphege, 
St. Dunstan, St. George the Martyr, St. Marv Magdalen, 
St. Paul, and St. Peter. There are, however, ten 
other old parish churches in Canterbury, of which the 
Registers have never been vrinted: All Saints, St. 
Andrew, St. Gregory, Holy Cross, St. Margaret, St. 
Martin, St. Mary Bredin, St. Mary Bredman, St. Marv 
Northgate, and St. Mildred. Quite likely the desired 
Ely entries could be found in the Registers, or pos- 
sibly in the Archbishoo's Transcripts, of one of 
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these churches, Mr. Frank W, Tyler, the antiquary of 
Canterbury, before his recent illness which now pre- 
cludes his doing further genealogical work, examined 
the Registers of St. Mary Bredman, and found no Elys. 
The most probable church would seem to be St. Mary 
Northgate, which lies closest to the King's School, 
but which is now disused and the advowson united with 
St. Alphege's. There is no will of Mr. Nathaniel Ely 
in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, but there may 
well be one either in the Episcopal Consistory Court 
or in the Archdeaconry Court of Canterbury. These 
wills are now kept at the Kent County Hall at Maid- 
stone, and it is very difficult to get anyone to 
search there.

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IV. PYNCHON-BRETT-PORTER (p. 723) 


Thomas Brett, gent., of Terling, co. Essex, in his 
will dated 15 Jan. 1615/16, proved 13 Nov. 1616, not 
only named his sister Frances Pynchon and her eight 
children (including William Pynchon, the settler of 
Springfield, Mass.), but also bequeathed to his "cousin" 
{nephew?} Mr. John Porter his tenement called Philles 
in the parish of Little Baddow, Essex, and made the 
said John Porter his residuary legatee and one of his 
executors. 

It seems certain that this John Porter was the resi- 
dent of Little Baddow and later of Felsted, Essex, who 
married at Little Baddow on 12 Sept. 1587 Sybil Vessey, 
daughter of Thomas Vessey of that place. ‘They were the 
parents of John! Porter of Felsted, Essex, and Windsor, 
Conn., who was, therefore, a cousin of the Pynchons of 
Springfield. Bee x F, Waters, Genealogical Gleanings 
in England, 2:855-6; The American Genealogist, 10:50; 
TS :58. 


7,8 FAMILY OF RACHEL (SKINNER) AND EDMUND ALLSTON (p. 
748 )

She asks to be forgiven for any er- 
rors, as many stones are weather worn and hard to read. 
There are a large number of old graveyards in this sec- 
tion, half of them in the pastures or woods, with many 
stones broken or partly underground. 


Old Cemetery, Stephentown Center 


This cemetery is off a little dirt road, almost im- 
passible half the year, in the woods near the Black 
Creek, about two miles up the mountain west of the vil- 
lage. It may have been a Baptist cemetery, because 
Joshua Carr, who is buried here, was a founder of the 
Baptist Church at Stephentown Center.

A SAMPLER RELATING TO THE FAMILY OF PETER WHEELER

On the walls of many houses in America today are 
samplers. Some of these were made during the early 
days of the Republic and contain interesting genealogi- 
cal details that are not readily available elsewhere. 
Usually they are difficult to find, for they are scat- 
tered throughout the country and many are not even held 
by descendants. They are sometimes of as much interest 
as Old family Bibles, and genealogists should be alert 
to record the contemporary data that they contain. 

Recently I saw on a living room wall a sampler re- 
lating to the family of Peter Wheeler, evidently of 
Chesterfield, New Hampshire. (It nicely supplements in- 
formation given in the account of this family on page 
559 of the History of the Wheeler Family in America 
(1914), for, instead of two exact dates of birth, it 
supplies such dates for all members of the family. 

The sampler is in the possession of Mrs. Ruth Per- 
kins Safford, a descendant of Peter's youngest daugh- 
ter. Mrs. Safford is a well-known artist and wife of 
Captain Laurence Safford, U.S.N. It was brought to 
their home in Georgetown, D.C., from Boston, Mass.

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ALICE (FREEMAN) (TOMPSON) PARKE

An article under the same title as the above, by Mr. 
Clarence Almon Torrey, appeared in The American Geneal- 
ogist, vol. 13, pp. 1-8. That article dealt with the 
English ancestry of Alice Freeman, wife first of John 
Tompson, gentleman, of Preston Capes, Northamptonshire, 
England, and second of Mr. Robert Parke of Koxbury, 
Mass. Mrs. Alice Tompson left descendants in this coun- 
try at least throuyh her daughters S5ridget Tompson wife 
of Capt. George Denison and Dorothy Tompson wife of 
Thomas Parke. 

Mr. Torrey's article proves that Alice Freeman was 
daughter of Henry Freeman of Cranford, Northamptonshire 
by his wife Margaret Edwards, daughter of Edward Ed- 
wards of Allerton [Alwalton}, Kuntingdonshire, who was 
son of Peter Edwards of Peterborough, Northamptonshire. 
He did not pursue this Edwards line further. It is the 
purpose of the present writer to develop this line some- 
what, and to show that it connects with a royal line of 
sorts.

The Edwards family seems to have been originally 
Edward and that form was usual in the earlier genera- 
tions. A Lawrence Edward was living at Peterborough, 
co. Northampton, in 1479. 17] We start our pedigree 
definitely with Peter Edward, a mercer, of Peterborough 
(born say 1465, died about 1525), probably the church- 
warden of 1516-21, whose wife may have been Elizabeth. 
He was father of a second Peter Edward(s), of Peter- 
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borough, co. Northampton, and of Alwalton Manor in the 
parish of Alwalton, co. Huntingdon. Alwalton lies to 
the south of Peterborough and is just across the Nen 
River from it. This second Peter appears to have been 
twice married. We quote from the account of the Manor 
of Alwalton in the Victoria History of Huntingdon (2): 

"It had probably not been the custom to grant leases 
of the manor till shortly before the dissolution of Pe- 
terborough Abbey, since the bailiff of Fletton received 
16s. 8d. a year from the abbey. In 1535, however, a 
lease for 30 years was granted to Peter Edward, William 
Barrett and his wife Joan, daughter of Peter Edward, 
and their son Richard Barrett. Later the name of Ed- 
ward's wife Susan was inserted in the lease with the 
consent of the abbot. The Dean and Chapter granted the 
reversion to Richard White, a prebendary of Peterbor- 
ough, from whom it was acquired by John Mountsteven. 
After the death of Peter Edward, the leases were bought 
in reversion by his widow Susan, who married John Arun- 
dell. She and her husband also obtained a new lease 
from the Dean and Chapter, in which no former leases 
were recited. RHKichard Barrett tried to recover his in- 
terest in the manor in 1561, but it seems clear that 
Susan, who after the death of Arundell married a third 
time, remained in possession of the manor and that the 
reversion passed to her son Edward Edward. The latter 
died before 1597, when his son Peter was involved ina 
lawsuit about the lease." 

If we assume that Peter Edward(s) was born about 
1490, he would have been about 45 in 1535, old enough 
to have one married daughter, Joan, wife of William 
Barrett, and the one grandchild, Richard Barrett. It 
looks as if he may have acquired a second wife Susan(na) 
shortly thereafter and, since he was having male issue 
by her, had her added to the lease. She was Susanna 
Samwell, daughter of Richard and Amy (Gifford) Samwell 
of Edgecote, co. Northampton. Three children of this 
marriage are known: (1) Edward, (2) Nicholas, (3) Amy, 
who married Thomas Ludlowe. I[t is to be noted that 
Edward Edwards died in 1592 and then mentioned in his 
will this brother and sister, but did not mention a 
sister Joan or Barrett relatives. This would accord 
with the conclusion that Joan was a much older half- 
sister of Edward, and that relations with the Barretts 
were strained because of Edward's success in gaining 
the reversion of the lease. (1, 2, 3, 4, 7] 

Checking the chronology, we are supposing that Peter 
Edward(s) married Susanna Samwell shortly after the 
lease of 1535, and that their eldest son Edward was 
born about 1537. That would make Edward close to 55 
when he died in 1592. His will, dated 25 Dec. 1591, 
named sons Peter, Francis, Richard, Kobert, and Nich- 
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olas, of whom clearly only Peter was of age, since 
Francis, called the second son, was stated to be under 
22. His will named his eldest daughter Margaret Free- 
man [she became the mother of Alice (Freeman) Tompson, 
ana an unmarried daughter Elizabeth. it is to be in- 
ferred that only two of the seven surviving children 
were of age, and most certainly a man of 55 could have 
had two children over 21. It is therefore entirely 
possible to place the birth of Edward Edwards as no 
earlier than 1537 or even as late as 1540. [1] 

Edward Edwards married Ursula Coles, who was buried 
at Alwalton 2 Feb. 1006, daughter of Richard Coles, Esq. 
(son of Peter Coles), of Preston Capes, co. Northampton 
(died 11 Sept. 1575), by his wife Jane Bond of Northamp- 
ton (married 1527, living 1576). [1, 4] 

Edward's will also mentioned his cousin, Thomas 
Knapp, of whom more later. 

Richard Samwell of Edgecote, co. Northampton, for- 
merly of Cotesford, co. Oxford, is described as son ot’ 
John Samwell ana grandson of James Samwell, both of co. 
Cornwall. Richard died 3 May 1519, having married Amy 
Gifford, daughter of Thomas Gifford of Twyford, co. 
Buckingham (died 10 Oct. 1511), by his wife, Joan Lang- 
ston (who survived him), daughter and heiress of John 
and Amice (Danvers) Langston of Caversfield, co. Buck- 
ingham. (3, 4, 5j The only brother of Amy Gifford was 
born about 14,81 by a statement of his age in 151l, and 
Amy herself was married before 1511. We may not go far 
astray if we guess Amy's date of birth to fall around 
1485-1490. This is of importance, because we have set 
down the reasons for concluding that Amy (Gifford) Sam- 
well's daughter Susanna may not have married Peter Ed- 
wards, as his second wife, until after 1535. If that 
is so, Susanna may not have been born until 1510-1515. 

That suggested date of birth for Susanna (Samwell) 
Edwards accords well with the birth about 1525 of her 
brother Francis Samwell (bur. at Northampton 24 Dec. 
1585), who married Mary Bill (buried at Northampton 25 
July 1589). One of their children was Sir William Sanm- 
well, Knight (bur. at Upton, co. Northampton, 25 Jan. 
1627/8 aged 67, hence born about 1560); and an older 
child was Amy Samwell (named for her grandmother Amy 
Gifford) who married 7 July 1566 Roger Gifford, Gent. 
{brother of Margaret Gifford wife of Hugh Sargent and 
grandmother of William Sargent of Malden and Barnsta- 
ble, Mass.j, and had a son, Rev. Thomas Gifford, of 
Ashley, co. Northampton. 13, 4, 5) 

Now the will of Thomas Knapp of Kingsthorpe, co. 
Northampton, dated 12 Apr., proved 26 May 1613, named 
his cousin Thomas Gifford of Ashley; and made Sir Wil- 
liam Samwell of Upton overseer of his estate. It must 
be remembered that Edward Edwards in his will in 1591 
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called Thomas Knapp his cousin. This may be considered 
a confirmation of the Visitation pedigree which gives 
Susanna Samwell as wife of Peter Edwards of Wellingbor- 
ough [the place is in error and Baxer's History correct- 
ly makes it read Peterborough). For if the mother of 
Edward Edwards was Susanna Samwell, then Hdward was a 
first cousin of Sir William Samwell, while Rev. Thomas 
Gifford was Edward's first cousin once removed. Hence, 
when Thomas Knapp figures as a cousin of these people, 
the relationship seems certainly to be through the Sam- 
well family, even though the precise connection of ‘Tho- 
mas Knapp or of Knapp's wife Jane has not been worked 
out. |1, 6) The repetition of the names Richard, 
Francis and Amy (Gifford) Samwell in Richard, Francis 
and Amy Edwards is also significant. A table will bet- 
ter show some of the velationships described:

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BARBER AND TIDMARSH OF CHESTER, PENNSYLVANIA

The Genealogy of the Barber Family (1890), by Edwin 
A. Barber, is an excellent work, generally accurate and 
quite complete to publication, including female lines. 
However, with the availability in the United States of 
copies of the records of the English Meetings of the 
Society of Friends (manuscript in the possession of the 
Genealogical Society of Pennsylvania), it has become 
possible to learn more of the family of Robert Barber, 
founder of the family, and of Hannah Tidmarsh, his wife. 

The records of the Chester (Pennsylvania) Monthly 
Neeting show that Robert Barber and Hannah Tidmarsh de- 
clared their first intentions at Providence (Chester) 
3rd month 26th day 1/18. Their second intentions were 
declared 4th month 30th. ‘They were married 5th month 
17th, and their marriage was reported to the Meeting 
Sth month 28th 1/18 as follows:"'things were indiffer- 
ently well." Then on 12th month 23rd 1718/19 they made 
an acknowledyment to the Meeting for fornication before 
marriage. 

Children of Robert and Hannah Barber, recorded at 
Chester: Eleanor, 1718-11-1; John, 1720-8-13; Robert, 
1722-10-10; Thomas, 1724-10-20; Nathaniel, 1727-9-9; 
Elizabeth, 1/729-1-24; Mary, 1732-3-8. ‘the record of 
their marriage lists the following "relatives" in the 
order shown, present at the wedding: James Barber, 
William Tidmarsh, ‘Thomas Mountford, Mary Mountford, 
Rose Tidmarsh, Sarah Tidmarsh, Joshua Emlen. 

The Barber Genealogy contains the following chart of 
relationships based on the will of Robert Barber, uncle 
of the above Robert, identified as from Yorkshire, who 
was first in the New World, married Hannah Ogden in 
1690 (she later, second intentions, llth month 30th day 
1709, married William Hudson), but who left no issue 
and bequeathed his estate chiefly to his nephew Robert 
and cousin James, both then resident with him. The 
property carried an entail, so that if either James or 
Robert died issueless, the property would pass to the 
— The will is dated 13 July and proved 2 Oct. 
1706.

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The Genealogy suggests that Robert, the nephew, may 
have come to America with the children of Mrs. Williams, 
sister of Hannah Ogden, wife of Robert Barber the uncle, 
arriving in Chester 3rd month 1699. However, it adds 
that the records do not support the theory. Robert was 
certainly in America in 1708 when his uncle wrote his 
will, and his brother Thomas was named as still In Eng- 
land. We find in the Chester records that on 6th month 
28th 1704, at Springfield, Robert the uncle requested a 
certificate to go to Engiand. His name does not again 
appear in the Chester Meeting records until l2th month 
25th 1705, so it seems probable that he went to England 
between these dates and brought back his nephew (second 
son of his brother John, and his namesake) and probably 
his cousin James, with him at that time. This would 
account for the lack of record of Robert's entry.

Returning to Robert Barber, the nephew, the Genealo- 
gy shows that he married Hannah Tidmarsh in 1718 in the 
presence of the following relatives of bride and groom: 
James Barber [father's cousin], William Tidmarsh, Rose 
Tidmarsh and Sarah Tidmarsh. The book identifies Han- 
nah's father as this same William Tidmarsh. In the 
copy of the Genealogy in the library of the Historical 
Society of Pennsylvania, is the following note by the 
late Gilbert Cope and signed with his initials: "It 
seems more probable that Harmnnah Tidmarsh was the daugh- 
ter of John and Elizabeth (Samm) Tidmarsh, born in Lon- 
don 12-22-1696/7. John Tidmarsh was the son of Giles 
and Maud of Chipping Norton, Oxfordshire. G.C. 10-l- 
1912." 

The following entries in the records of the Chester 
(Pa.) Meeting bear out Mr. Cope's theory, at least to 
the extent that Hannah was not the daughter of William 
Tidmarsh of Chester. 

On 9-30-1713 William Tidmarsh signified to the Meet- 
ing that John Hyett his uncle has left to his three 
daughters, Mary, Rose and Sarah, £5 sterling each, and 
he is advised by the executors to get a certificate 
from this meeting that the money is secured to his 
daughters that it may be paid to his order in England. 
{The author has found the name of Hyett, Hiatt or Hyatt 
in the records of Worcester Meeting. This may be the 
family in question.] If Hannah were William's daughter, 
why does she not share in these bequests? 

At the Meeting at Providence 4-25-1/17, "This meet- 
inz received a certificate from London concerning the 
Life and Conversation of Hannah Tidmarsh and this meet- 
ing accepts of it on her behalfe so long as she walks 
Answarabell to our profestion." If William's daughter, 
why is she now coming from London and not already with 
him? 

William Tidmarsh of Philadelphia, yeoman, wrote his 
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will 2-8-1748/9, proved 19 May 1748, naming his chil- 
dren as Rose Coates and Sarah Lownes; grandchildren, 
Sarah Lownes, Beulah Clark, John Lownes; and friends 
Caleb Coupland, Hannah Barber and Mary Shankin. Joseph 
Lownes was executor. Note that Hannsh Barber is called 
"Friend," not daughter. Copeland was a son-in-law and 
yet is called friend. (it is possible that Hamnah was 
his niece or cousin. 

The second wife of William Tidmarsh was a daughter 
of William Garratt of Darby, Chester County, whose will 
dated 26 Feb. 1723 was proved 3 Dec. 1/24. Caleb Cowp- 
land |Coupland, Copeland] married William's eldest 
daughter, Mary Tidmarsh, l-ly-1/1/7. They had one child 
recorded in Chester, William, 10-26-1717, died /-x-1728. 
Mary died shortly (8-5-1719), and Caleb married second, 
11-10-1721/2, Sarah Edge of Providence, by whom he had 
five children recorded at Chester. At the wedding of 
Caleb Cowpland and Mary Tidmarsh, the following "rela- 
tives" were present, listed in this order: Williem 
Tidmarsh, Hannah Tidmarsh, hose Tidmarsh, Sarah Tid- 
marsh, David Wilson, Thomas Mountford, George Emlen, 
Joshua Emlen, Hannah Tidmarsh [apparently the future 
wife of Robert Barber, and it is to he noted that she 
was not listed with William's daughters Rose and Sarah, 
Mary Dell, Grace Lloyd, Patience Wright |she was born 
a Gibson, and her husband, John Wright, appears in the 
regular list of those in attendance;j, Agnes Salkeld, 
Mary Carter, Ruth Hoskins. 

Of the other two daughters, Rose married Enoch Coates 
of Philadelphia, whose will, dated 10 Aug., proved 2 
Oct., 1744, names Rose as executrix and an only child, 
Beulah. Sarah apparently married Joseph Lownes who was 
executor to his father-in-law, but whose will is not 
seen.

At this point we should note that Richard of London 
was the son of John of Addlestrapp, Gloucestershire. 
Perhaps all the above were from that town. The connec- 
tion between the family of Chipping Norton and that of 
Gloucestershire is clear from the marriage of Giles and 
Mary in Gloucestershire and their death in Chipping 
Norton. The author suggests that this was a second 
marriage of the older Giles, and that he was the father 
of Giles of Chipping Norton (husband of Maud, and of 
William of Gloucestershire).

Note that John, son of John above, is almost cer- 
tainly the servant and nephew of Richard the London 
tobacconist who died 1718 aged 18. This would place 
Richard as brother of John (born 1666), and a younger 
unrecorded son of William and Elizabeth, entirely pos- 
sible since Richard did not marry until 1709. 

From the above records we deduce that William Tid- 
marsh of Chester and Philadelphia was probably the son 
of Gyles of Chipping Norton; that his daughter Mary who 
married 1717 Caleb Copeland was the daughter born at 
Chipping Norton 1695-11-14 to William and Ann; and that 
some time after December 1697 William emigrated to 
Pennsylvania with his family, settling first in Chester 
where he was joined in 1717 by his niece Hannah, the 
daughter, probably orphaned, of his brother John. We 
must hope for an examination of wills of members of 
this family to confirm the above deductions, and it may 
be possible to determine if the bequest of John Hyett 
is a lead to the identity of William's mother, Maud, 
the wife of Giles Tidmarsh. 

We come finally to the Samm family. Elizabeth Samm 
who married John Tidmarsh is stated to be the daughter 
of John of Clifton, Bedfordshire. We find no birth 
record for this Elizabeth Samm. Several John Samms ap- 
pear in Bedfordshire, however, and the following rec- 
ords should be of aid.

We also note in Blaydes, Genealogia Bedfordiensis 
(1890), page 163, the marriage of John Samm and Eliza- 
beth Bedell on 24 Sept. 1674 at Kempston. The baptism 
of the Elizabeth we are seeking may be in one of the 
many Bedfordshire registers published by F. G. Emmison, 
if she was born before her parents joined the Society 
of Friends; but considering the multiplicity of men 
named John Samm, the need for a search of probate and 
other records is strongly indicated.

MORE LIGHT ON THE FRENCH RELATIVES OF MICHAkL HUMPHREY 


By George E. McCracken, Ph.D., F.A.S.G., Des Moines, Iowa 


Following publication of my short note on "French 
Relatives of Michael Humphrey" (vol. 28, pp. 12 f.), I 
learned through the kindness of Mr. John Insley Codding- 
ton of the existence of a complete copy, the only one 
known in America, of the printed parish registers of 
Brittany, the prized possession of Mrs. Marmaduke Floyd, 
late of St. Petersburg, Florida, now of Washington, D. 
C. Mrs. Floyd has most generously copied out for me 
the Humphrey entries in two of the parishes in the dio- 
cese of Saint-Malo, Plouér and Chateauneuf-de-la-Noé, 
from which it is now possible to expand our knowledge 
of the French Humphreys. 

The Samuel Humphrey who was received into the Cath- 
olic Church at the Cathedral of Saint-Malo one Lec. 
1685 was, indeed, the brother of Michaell Humphrey, of 
Windsor, Conn., and therefore son of Samuel and Susanna 
Humphrey, some time of Lyme Regis, Dorset. Samuel Hum- 
phrey, the younger, was born in England about 1616 and 
was buried at Plouér on 24 Feb. 1716, aged 100 years. 
At the time of his abjuration of Protestantism in 1685, 
he had lived in his house le Clos-Chevrel for twenty- 
five years, from which he derived his French title of 
sieur du Clos. He married first, ———— Mallet, mother 
of three children, and, second, Marie des Nas, mother 
of one child.

No material was found on the important question of 
the original home of the Humphrey family in England. 
The above record is published because of its unique 
character.

THE FAMILY OF SAMUEL SMITH OF MIDDLE HADDANV, 
CONNECTICUT, AND EUCLID, OHiO

The line of this Samue 1© Smith runs back through 
Ezra? Smith of Middle Haddam, Middlesex Co., Conn., to 
Ralph4 Smith who moved his family thither from Eastham, 
Mass., about 1739. Back of him the line runs to Thomas 
Smith of Eastham, to Kalph© and John+ Smith of Hingham 
and Eastham. Since the first three generations have 
been treated adequately by several writers, among whom 
we should mention Leon C. Hills (1), Homer W. Brainard 
(2), L. Bertrand Smith (3) and the New England Hist. 
and Gen. Kegister (4), this account begins with Ralph 
Smith, whose career and family have, in part, been de- 
scribed by Mrs. Elizabeth E. S. Marcy (5).

in Chatham Township (5). It is said that nearly all 
the persons named Smith in this parish are descendants 
of this Ralph Smith. In his will dated Mar. 20, 1757, 
Mr. Smith mentions his wife Lydia; he also makes a be- 
quest of some household goods to one "Bethyah Brown." 
Since eleven days after this date Ezra? Smith, Ralph's 
son, married Bethia Brown, it seems probable that she 
was a daughter of Widow Lydia Brown and had become a 
member of the Smith household when her mother married 
Ralph.

V. Ezra Smith, b. Eastham, Mass., Dec. 10, 1732 
(16); m. Middletown, Conn., Mar. 31, 1757, Bethia Brown, 
probably dau. Widow Lydia Brown who married Ralph4+ 
Smith. (8)(16-a) When the Revolution came, Ezra Smith 
was doubtless the man of that name who, enlisting from 
Chatham, Conn., in the Fourth Regiment of the Connecti- 
cut Line, 1777-78, was commissioned Ensign Jan. 1, 1777, 
and made Lieutenant July 31, 1777. This unit saw ser- 
vice in General Washington's Army in Pennsylvania; at 
Germantown, Valley Forge, Monmouth, Stony Point, Morris- 
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town. Ezra was discharged Jan. 1, 1781 (18). After 
his marriage Ezra apparently made his home in the east 
part of Middletown which in 1767 became the town of 
Chatham [now East Hampton], in which the village of 
Middle Haddam is located, as the birth of his first 
child was recorded in Middletown, the four younger chil- 
dren were baptized at Middle Haddam, and marriages of 
some of the children were entered in the town records 
of Chatham. the second child, however, was baptized 
at Haddam Neck, an adjacent parish in the town of Had- 
dam.

VI. Samuel Smith, son of Ezra? and Bethia (Brown) 
Smith, was bapt. at Middle Haddam, Apr. 14, 1765 (20); 
died at Euclid, Ohio, May 4, 1813 (25); m. Middle Had- 
dam, Sept. 12, 1791, Ruth Cole (26). She m. 2nd, at 
Euclid, Oct. 22, 1816, John Murray, a soldier of the 
Revolution and an early settler in Euclid, whose wife 
Tryphena had died there Feb. 24, 1816. John Murray 
died June 8, 1827. (25) (27) 

Early in the 19th Century, Samuel Smith, like many 
of his neighbors, caught the "Ohio fever" and bought of 
Samuel Lord and others of East Haddam, Conn., 245 acres 
of land in Tract 11, Township No. 8, in the llth Range 
of the Connecticut Western Reserve. So about the year 
1810, he moved his family, consisting of wife Ruth and 
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at least seven children, to his farm located in Euclid 
Township in Cuyahoga County, Ohio, which fronted on 
Lake Erie, a few miles northeast of Cleveland. Since 
the birth of the eighth child, Almira, is not, like the 
earlier ones, recorded in Connecticut, it is possible 
that she was born during the journey west. The Tryphe- 
na M. Smith, named below, whose tombstone is near Sam- 
uel's, may have been the youngest of the family, born 
between 1810 and 1813 in Ohio and dying young. (25)(28) 

Tragedy soon strick the family, for Samel, a black- 
smith by trade, died in May 1813 leaving Widow Ruth 
with eizht or nine children, the eldest a pirl of 21, 
and the oldest boy but 19 years of ave. The deed for 
the farm was not obtained until two years later, Oct. 
14, 1815. Samuel had paid $857. for his purchase. 
Perhaps ir part because of economic factors, the number 
of children and shortage of man-power to run the farm, 
early in 1816 the Widow Ruth joined forces with a neigh- 
bor, recently a widower, and married John Murray. The 
ceremony was performed by Rev. Thomas Barr, minister of 
the First Presbyterian Church of East Cleveland, which 
some of the family attended. Samuel and Tryphena M. 
Smith and John Murray and his first wife are buried in 
Nela Cemetery beside the church. After 1835 several of 
the family sold the farm and moved to Indiana. (29)(43)

Mr. Crocker 
was an indevendent farmer, of frugal and industrious 
habits, simple in his manners, and of a stern integ- 
rity of character which commanded universal respect." 
(32) In her last days Mrs. Crocker was living in 
Elkhart, Indiana. (28) 

ii. Ezra Brown, b. Dec. 16, 1793. He came to Euclid with 
his father about 1810, and in 1815 was listed among 
the voters there (3). Ezra m. Apr. 11, 1822, Mary 
Dodge, dau. Samuel and Nancy (Doan) Dodge. (35) (35- 
a). In 1823 thev were living in Warrensville, Ohio, 
but by 1828 had settled in Cleveland where he owned 
three 10-acre lots (33). Their married life, how- 
ever, was comoaratively short, for Mary d. Julv 19, 
1831. Her obituary states: "Died on the 10th inst. 
of consumption, at the residence of her father in 
Euclid, Mrs. Mary Smith, wife of Ezra B, Smith of 
this place, aged 27 years." (36) On Apr. 10, 1835, 
Ezra, then living in Euclid, sold his property in 
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Cleveland for $5,000. to Lee Canfield of Salisbury, 
Conn, We judge he was then closing out his holdings 
in Ohio, for he disappears from this locality, and 
by 189 was described in Probate records as "late of 
Indiana." Evidently he accompanied his Smith rela- 
tives when they moved west. (37)(38) 

Betsey, b. Nov. 5S, 17953; m. in Cuyahoga County, May 15, 
1815, Walter Strong of Euclid (39). That Mr. Strong 
was a leading citizen there is indicated by the fact 
that the first town meeting in the community was held 
at his house in April, 1810. (0) In 1823, when they 
were living in Chagrin, Cuyahoga County, they sold 
their share of the farm in Euclid to Ezra B, Smith. 
They were living in Cleveland in 1828 (33), but in 
183, when located again in Chagrin, they sold their 
holdings there to Jonathan and Simon Arnold. Per- 
haps they moved west after that. (11) 

iv. John Fletcher, b. Aug. 30, 1799. (See below.) 

Ruth, b. Aug. 12, 1801; m. Feb. 18, 1819, in Cuvahoga 
Co., David Jarvis Clarke (2); they were living in 
Warrensville in 1823, but by 1828 had settled in 
Cleveland (33). Mr. Clarke was a witness in the 
settlement of the estate of John Murray in 1828 (3). 
Thev may have moved away after that. 

Lucinda, b. Oct. 20, 1803; m. in Cuyahoga Co., Ohio, 
Oct. 30, 1823, James S, Clarke (li3-a). She d. Mar. 
1, 1829, her obituary reading: "Died in this vil- 
lage on Sunday last, Mrs. Lucinthia Clarke, wife of 
James S, Clarke, Esq., aged 25 years." (li) They 
had made their home in Cleveland, where after his 
wife's death he roomed at the Cleveland House and 
had his office on the Public Square. (ll-a) Mr. 
Clarke was a Director of the Cleveland Insurance Co. 
In certain business matters he was associated with 
Mr. Leonard Case, and carried on many important real 
estate transactions. He was interested in civic and 
cultural enterprises, being in 1827 the secretary of 
the Cuyahoga County Colonization Society, and one of 
the incorporators of the Cleveland Lyceum. He was 
among the Vestrymen and Wardens of the Trinity Par- 
ish Church. (5) The last of his real estate deeds 
was dated 1850 (46). He may have moved away after 
that. 

Samuel Emery, b. Feb. 27, 1806; m. Euclid, Oct. 5, 
1828, Betsy Olds (;7). They were then living in 
Euclid, where he was listed as in School District 
No. 3. When they sold some of their land to Marcus 
Cole in 1837, Betsy gave her name as "Sharleftia 
Smith," apparently having that for a middle name, 
for she signed herself "Betsey S. Smith" (3h). We 
tnas: they moved away after selling out in 1837 

8). 

Almira, who is said to have come to Euclid, Ohio, in 
1810, was born perhaps in Connecticut, about 1608 
(28). She died in East Cleveland, Ohio, Oct. 9, 
1852, aged ll. She m. Euclid, Dec. 19, 1830, Row- 
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land H. Lee, who was b. Sept. 22, 180, and d. East 
Cleveland, Mar. 9, 1866 (49). They are buried in 
the East Cleveland Cemetery at East 118th Street 
(SO). They sold their interest in the family farm 
in Euclid in 1835, and after that lived in East 
Cleveland. (51) 

ix. Tryohena M., who has a marker with the name but no 
visible dates beside the monument of Samuel Smith in 
Nela Cemetery in East Cleveland. It seems probable 
that she was the youngest child of Samuel and Ruth 
(Cole) Smith, born after they settled in Euclid, be- 
tween 1810 and 1813, and doubtless d. young. (25) 


VII. John Fletcher Smith, son of Samue1© and Ruth 
(Cole) Smith, was born in Middle Haddam, Conn., Aug. 
30, 1799 (30); m. 1st, Cuyahoga Co., Ohio, Jan. ll, 
1821, Betsy Bishop, perhaps dau. of Abraham Bishop, an 
early settler in Euclid, Ohio, from Washington County, 
N.Y. (52). She was b. about 1800; d. Nov. 23, 1822 
(53). He m. 2nd, Cuyahoga Co., Apr. 20, 1824, Alcinda 
Coudry (or Cowdery), b. June 28, 1806, d. Apr. 19, 1855 

When but fifteen years old, John suffered an acci- 
dent which crippled him for life, so that thereafter he 
walked with two crutches. But he learned to play the 
violin and during all his life was a music teacher, 
traveling through northern Ohio, Indiana and Southern 
Michigan. While in Ohio he lived on his father's farm 
in Euclid, being listed among residents in School Dis- 
trict No. 1 in 1828 (40). In March, 1826, John and Al- 
cinda became members of what is now the First Presbyter 
ian Church of East Cleveland. (In this church's first 
record book, John's wife's name is entered as "Alcinda 
Olds.") In April of 1835 they were given letters of 
dismission to "unite with the Presbyterian Church wher- 
ever Providence shall cast their lot." (54) That same 
spring John and Alcinda, with his sister Almira and her 
husband Mr. Lee, and their mother, Ruth (Cole-Smith) 
Murray, sold the homestead in Euclid (55). While the 
Lees remained in Ohio, the others moved to Indiana, 
living at one time in Laporte County (5/7).

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THE FAMILY OF GEORGE WALKER OF PHILADELPHIA, PA. 


III. The English Home of George Walker 


By John Insley Coddington, of Washington, D.C. 


Reference is made to two previous articles by the 
present writer, both entitled "The Family of George 
Walker of Philadelphia, Pa.," which appeared in The 
American Genealogist, vol. 20, pp. 33-43, and vol. 23, 
pp. 239-242. It can now be stated that George Walker 
was a fellmonger, or dealer in hides and skins, espe- 
cially of sheep, who lived in Southwark, co. Surrey, on 
the south bank of the River T!.ames opposite London, in 
1676 and 1684/5, and removed with his wife Ann and sur- 
viving children to Philadelphia in 1685, as is shown by 
the following records:

"At a Session of the Commissioners of Pennsylvania at 
Philadelphia The Proprietary (William Penn) by Lease 
and Release dated 2lst. and 22d. 8br. 1681 granted to 
Will'm Neale of the Par. of St. Vlave, in Southwark, 
wool stapler, 250 acres of land; said Will'm Neale by 
Indenture dated 25th. l0br. 1683 conveyed the said 250 
acres to George Walker of the Parish of St. Saviour in 
Southwark, Fellmonger, and George Walker by Indorse- 
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ment on the last mentioned Deed, dated 20th. 10br. 1701, 
granted and conveyed all his right and title to all 
the said 250 acres (4 acres laid out in the Liberties 
of Philadelphia only excepted) to William Garret of 
Darby in the County of Chester. ‘he Comm'rs by a 
Warr't dated 9th. 4 mo. 1685 granted to George Walker 
to take up the said 250 acres, directed to Tho: Holme, 
and at the bottom to I. Taylor, on the back of which 
Warr't 'tis Indorsed by the said Isr. Taylor that he 
actually surveyed 200 acres of the said land in the 
County of Bucks soon after the date of the Warr't, be- 
tween Atkinson's and Benj. East." 


It is evident from the foregoing records that George 
Walker, fellmonger, was a member of the Society of 
Friends at least as early as April 1676, and at that 
time had a wife named Ann with whom he was living in 
St. Olave's parish, Southwark, co. Surrey. He appar- 
ently removed to the adjacent parish of St. Saviour's 
by December 1683. On 23 Dec. 1683, he bought 250 acres 
of land in Pennsylvania (apparently sight unseen) from 
William Neale of St. Olave's parish. Four acres of 
this land appear to have been in Philadelphia, the re- 
mainder in Bucks Co. On 4 March 1684/5, George Walker 
requested a certificate from the Southwark and Horsly- 
down Monthly Meeting preparatory to sailing for America, 
and he and his family must have sailed very shortly 
thereafter, since they were in Pennsylvania by 9 June 
1685, when George had a warrant from the Commissioners 
to take up his land. George Walker sold his Bucks Co. 
land to William Garret of Darby, Pa., on 20 Dec. 1701. 
His will lante, vol. 20, p. 33] was dated 22 Feb.17007/1. 
He died at Philadelphia 1 Nov. 1702, and the will was 
proved by his widow and executrix Ann Walker on 28 Dec. 
1703. She was buried at Philadelphia 24 Jan. 1707/8. 

George Walker may have been born between 1630 and 
1645, but his place of .birth and parentage are as yet 
unknown. Miss Freda Podmore of London kindly examined 
the Parish Registers of both St. Olave's and St. Sa- 
viour's, Southwark, which were populous parishes in the 
seventeenth century and contained a number of families 
named Walker. She found two baptisms of babies named 
George Walker at St. Saviour's at approximately the 
right time: 

1638 Georg sonn of George Waker a baker, 29 April. 
1642 George Sonn of Gawein Walker a Carman, 7 August. 


and a marriage which may have been that of the baker: 
1637 George Walker & Margaret Seawell, p. lic., 3 July. 


However, the family of George Walker the baker seems 
to have had ill luck, as the following burials attest: 
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1639/40 George Waker Infant, 12 January. 
1641/2 George Walker a baxer, 7 January. 


This leaves George son of Gawein Walker as a possi- 
ble candidate for identity with George Walker the fell- 
monger who emigrated to Pennsylvania, but no prool of 
identity has been found. ‘There was no other reference 
to Gawein Walker in the Registers of St. Saviour's— 
neither his baptism, marriage or burial, nor the bap- 
tism or burial of any other child of his. Moreover, no 
record of either a George or a Gawein Walker was to be 
found in the Registers of St. Olave's. 

George Walker the fellmonger and later settler in 
Pennsylvania was married to his wife Ann perhaps about 
1665-1670, but the marriage did not take place at ei- 
ther St. Saviour's or St. Olave's, Southwark, and there 
is no reference to this marriage in the Friends! Rec- 
ords, which probably means that it took place in some 
parish church before the Walkers became Quakers. There 
is, indeed, one reference in the Boyd Marriage Index at 
the Society of Genealogists, London, to the wedding of 
a George Walker to an Ann in the right period. This is 
the marriage of George Walker and Ann Noble, at Hough- 
ton, co. Leicester, in 1661; but that place is so far 
from London and Southwark that identity of the Leices- 
tershire couple with George and Ann Walker of Southwark 
and later of Philadelphia does not seem highly probable. 

There is no record of the baptism at St. Saviour's 
or St. Olave's, Southwark, of any of the four known 
children of George and Ann Walker, nor is the birth of 
any of them recorded in the Southwark and Horslydown 
Meeting of Friends. ‘heir children were: (1) Joseph, 
who was probably born about 1665-1670, died at Phila- 
delphia in August 1697, married Margaret Cutler and 
left descendants. (2) Rachel, who married before 1699 

Reeves. She, as Rachel Keeves, witnessed the 
will of Mary Morris (dated 25 Sept. 1699), widow of 
Anthony Morris of Philadelphia, and she was named in 
the will of her father in 1700/1. (3) Emanuel, who 
soon after 30 June 1699 married Margaret Matthews and 
had eight children. (4) Mary, born about July 1675, 
died 23 Apr. 1676, aged 9 months, at Southwark [supra]. 

From the foregoing evidence and lack of evidence, it 
may be inferred that George Walker and family lived 
outside of Southwark and were not Quakers prior to 1676. 
There is no evidence of relationship with any of the 
people named Walker who were Quakers, of whom records 
are found in Monthly Meeting records of both London and 
Southwark. No clue to George and Ann was found by the 
present writer when, in December 1949, he examined many 
Walker wills in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, and 
the Archdeaconry Court and Commissary Court of Surrey. 
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THE PENROSE FAMILY OF BALLYCAINE, CO. WICKLOW

Sentiments of cautious hope, aroused in me by the 
publication in The American Genealogist (28:129-138) of 
Mrs. Margaret D. Falley's stimulating report on "Gene- 
alogical Research in Ireland," led to sending an inqui- 
ry to the Public Record Office in Dublin. I was re- 
ferred to Mrs. Olive (. Goodbody, of Warriston, Glena- 
geary, Co. Lublin, who has access to the Friends rec- 
ords deposited at the Eustace Street Meeting in Dublin. 
Her splendid report on the Penrose family of County 
Wicklow, derived from the Wicklow Friends Records (Book 
W-5) and from a pedigree compiled by ‘thomas Henry Webb, 
greatly expands, confirms, and, in some important in- 
stances, corrects the brief account of this family 
printed in Clarence Vernon Roberts! Early Friends Fam- 
ilies of Upper Bucks (Philadelphia, 1925), pp. 396 f. 

Mr. Webb appears to have found isolated references 
to Penroses in Cornwall: John Penrose (ca. 1340), Ber- 
nard Penrose (ca. 1470-1532), Alexander Penrose (b. ca. 
1550), Amne Penrose (b. ca. 1580), and, finally, Thomas 
Penrose (b. ca. 1580 at Sithey, Cornwall, probably near 
Penrose Manor beside Loo Pool) who is stated to have 
removed to Yorkshire. What proof was found to connect 
any of these people with the Irish Penroses is not set 
forth, and it would be well to be cautious. 

In any case, the Wicklow Records concern the descen- 
dants of Robert® Penrose, born in Yorkshire !n 1604, as 
they appear to have told the clerks of the [Iriends Meet- 
ing at Ballycaine, County Wicklow. He married in York- 
shire about 1628-30 and had sons Richard and Robert, 
mentioned below. Roberts says nothing to suggest that 
either Robert or his wife Jane, whose surname was not 
recorded, ever left Yorkshire, but it is clear from the 
new material that Jane Penrose, widow, mother of Rich- 
ard Penrose the elder, lived at Ballycaine, "and was a 
religious woman, and retained it to the end of her 
days," and, dying on 3 Smo. 1680, was buried at Bally- 
moran, obviously in the Friends' Cemetery there, where 
all the Irish Penroses appear to have been interred, 
except for the ones who came to America. 


1. Richard Penrose, elaer son of Robert? Penrose 
and wife Jane, was born at Alverton, Yorkshire, in 3mo. 
1630, and crossed over to Ireland in 7mo. 1655. He mar- 
ried in 1667 Anne Storye, daugnter of John, of Church- 
town, County Dublin. Under "Sufferings," Book W-5 of 
the Wicklow Records states that in 1673 "Richard [Pen- 
rose] spoke to a priest, reading the words, 'I know my 
Redeemer liveth,' and asked how he knew. The priest 
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indited him at the next Assizes, and he is not yet re- 
leased." Again, in 1678, "Richard [Penrose} 3 months 
in prison for refusing to take the oath." Anne Penrose 
died at Ballycaine, 8 3mo. 1682, and was buried "at the 
burying place of the people of God at Ballymoran in the 
County of Wicklow." He died on 27 2mo. 1686 and was 
likewise buried at Ballymoran. His house had been bro- 
ken into by thieves, who robbed it and mortally wounded 
him, and one, William Walsh, being at the said robbery, 
was taken and hanged at Wicklow Assizes.

2. Robert® Penrose, younger son of Robert” Penrose 
and wife Jane, was born at Alverton, Yorkshire, /mo. 
1632. He may have moved to Ireland with his brother 
in 1655, but he was there, in any case, on 25 lmo, 1669, 
when he married Anne Russell, daughter of John, of Kil- 
mackart, County Carlow. She died, obviously in child- 
birth, on 5 2mo. 1676, and was buried at Ballymoran. He 
died 10 9mo. 1677 and was also buried at Ballymoran. 
The Ballycaine Monthly Meeting recorded the following 
testimony: "Robert Penrose and Anne his wife lived at 
Ballycaine, and received Truth early in the breaking 
forth of it in the County, and some Meetings at first 
held at their house and was very servicable in their 
day, and died in Unity with l’riends and left a good sa- 
vor behind them." The "Sufferings" note under date of 
1673 that "Robert Penrose was submitted to prison 26 
3mo. by and was Kept in prison about 10 weeks 
(because he would not take an oath)."

1687/8, 
at the house of John Wickham, Kilmurray, County Wick- 
low, Mary Hall, daughter of Daniel and Dorothy Hall, of 
Ballyterge, County Wicklow. They-had declared their

at the General Meeting at Castledermot, 31 12mo.1687/8; 
and finally at the General Men's Meeting for the Prov- 
ince of Leinster, 11 l2mo.

Their marriage certificate was signed 
by, among others, Jean Penrose, doubtless John's sister 
(his grandmother Jane was dead), and with the marks of 
Dorothy, George, Daniel, and John Hall.

ke Robert+ Penrose, only son of Robert® Penrose and 
Anne Russell, was born at Ballycaine on 16 4mo. 1673. 
According to Roberts, he married Mary Clayton in 1695. 
The year is confirmed by the Wicklow Records, but she 
is shown to be Mary Chaytor, daughter of Christopher 
and Margaret. ‘They were granted certificates for them- 
selves and at least four of their children (Margaret, 
Ann, Christopher, and Robert, and perhaps also William) 
by the Two Weeks Meeting at Dublin, and these they de- 
posited at the Philadelphia Monthly Meeting on 25 8mo. 
1717. No copies of these certificates have been found 
at Dublin, but there is a copy of a certificate from 
the Men's Meeting dated 21 3mo. 1717, applicable only 
to son Christopher—he had been apprenticed to a Friend 
who now released him: hence the need for a special cer- 
tificate. 

Vpon arrival in America, the family resided for a 
time in Philadelphia but then removed to Marple Town- 
ship, then Chester, now Delaware, County, Pennsylvania, 
where they presumably died, thouzh no record of the 
deaths of the parents has been found. Albert Cook My- 
ers, Imnigration of the Irish Quakers into Pennsylvania 
(Swarthmore, 1902), pp. 2609 f., wrongly surmises that 
Robert! Penrose was born about 1670 in Back Lane, Dub- 
lin. Roberts asserts that there were thirteen children 
but names only five. The Wicklow Records show only ten 
births.

NOTES ON THE ORIGIN OF LAUNCELOT GRANGER

Among the numerous immigrants of English origin who 
landed in New England during the seventeenth century 
and for whom it has not as yet been found possible to 
forge the link connecting them with parents and more 
remote forebears in the liome Country, was Launcelot 
Granger of [pswich and Newbury, Mass., and later of 
Suffield, Conn. ‘the name Launcelot is far from being 
one of the most common of English given names, hence 
when any Launcelot Granger is found in English records 
durin): the century preceding the emigration of the Ips- 
wich settler, it may prove significant as a clue; for 
if an individual so named was not a progenitor, he may 
well have been a collateral relative named after a com- 
mon ancestor. 

James N. Granger's compilation, Launcelot Granger of 
Newbury, Mass., and Suffield, Conn. (Hartford, Conn., 
1893) contains (pp. 25-27) a story attributed to a 
great-granddaughter of the colonist and committed to 
writinz by her nephew, according to which he was from 
"the west of England" ana returned there on a visit af- 
ter the birth of his second child (1658) in an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to regain his rightful inheritance. Al- 
though his melodramatic adventures are embroidered in 
great detail, these seem to be the only sober facts (if 
facts they be) which we can rescue from the narrative, 
which alleges that he was stolen as a lad and broujsht 
to Plymouth. Although the surname occurs early in that 
colony, no relationship to Launcelot is evidenced or 
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hinted in Plymouth Colony Records. We may note that 
Launcelot first appears on 28 Dec. 1647 [Quarterly 
Courts of Essex County, Mass., 1:130J, and since he 
Sued a man on that date in his own name, we infer that 
he was then of ave, hence born as early as 1626, though 
no record of marriage is found until he married Joanna 
Adams on & Jan. 1653/4. 

On 7 Jan. 1903, Mr. John Matthews, an able genealo- 
gist of London, made a report on Granger research to 
Alfred Hoyt Granger, then of Chicago. A more recent 
search in English archival sources for eviaence of the 
parentage of Launceslot Granger was undertaken in 1948 
for the present writer by Anthony R. Wagner, Esq., Rich- 
mond Herald, College of Arms. Since no proof of the 
parentage of the colonist was obtained, it is deemed 
unnecessary to publish these reports in full. It is, 
instead, our plan to state what records have been cov- 
ered, to save duplication of effort by Granger histori- 
ans of the future; and to present here such copies or 
abstracts of English records as relate to men (or their 
close relatives) named Launcelot Granger. It will be 
found that the searchers named have actually unearthed 
the existence of more than one Englishman named Launce- 
lot Granger, and that two men bearing this somewhat un- 
usual combination of names have been definitely elimi- 
nated as candidates for identification with the New Eng 
land colonist. In this there is at least a negative 
value, and the possibility remains that the colonist 
was collaterally related to one of these men of identi- 
cal name. 

Without further preamble, let us get to the records.

The foregoing records are all from the report of Mr. 
Matthews. It will be observed that there were five 
Granger brothers, three of whom (Lancelot, Thomas and 
William) settled in London and died there in 1593, ap- 
parently in an epidemic, and clearly without issue, 
while the other two (Cuthbert and John) may have re- 
mained in or near Wigton, co. Cumberland, indicated as 
the probable original home of this family. 

It is not yet proved that any of this family group 
left later descendants in London. It may be mentioned 
in passing that Richard Granger, Citizen and Haberdash- 
er of London, in his will 15 Nov. 1597, prob. 9 Dec. 
1597 [P.C.C., 109 Cobham], mentioned that his wife was 
dead, and gave legacies to daughter Anne, wife of Thom- 
as Richardson; Alice wife or his son William and their 
children Edward and Samuel; daughter Judith Slingsby; 
and son William; a witness was Lancelot Peacocke. When 
it is remembered that one of the Cumberland brothers, 
Thomas Granger, in 1593 gave a legacy to Alice Peacock, 
the repetition of the Peacock name and the fact that 
one of the Peacocks bore the name of Lancelot, suggest 
that this Richard Granger may have been related to the 
Cumberland group. However, Richard's only son William 
was of St. Sepulchre, London, and left a will dated 17 
June 1614, prob. 15 Aug. 1614 [Commissary Court of Lon- 
don, Book 22, fol. 350}, in which he mentions wife 
Alice, sister Anne, sons Edward and Samuel (the £3 per 
annum which their grandfather gave them) and son James. 


a 
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Hence, as far as the grandchildren at least, no Lance- 
lot is known in this Richard Granger family of London. 
The London wills reveal the existence of another 

Lancelot Granger. His mother, Judith Granger of the 
Parish of St. Antholin, was called "a stranger" when 
buried in that parish, and her will indicates that she 
was probably born a Ceelie [Seeley] and from Eastwood, 
Essex. Her surviving children were John, Rachel, Lan- 
celot, and Nicholas, all under age when she died in 
1623. Of these, Lancelot by wife Sarah had children 
recorded in the Registers of St. Antholin from 1635 to 
1651, and we must assume it was the same Lancelot who 
had further children by wife Mary recorded there from 
1659 to 1665. In any event, since the colonial Launce- 
lot was in Ipswich as early as 1647, he cannot be iden- 
tified with this Lancelot of the Parish of St. Antholin. 
Nicholas, youngest brother of this Lancelot, was buried 
at St. Antholin's in 1654, but called of St. Saviour's 
Parish, and his will mentions two children but not by 
name. The Registers of St. Saviour's have not been 
consulted, but the indications are that Nicholas would 
be much too young to be father of the colonist. Lance- 
lot's older brother John, who may o1 may not have been 
of London, may have been, but yuite probably was not, 
old enough to be father of the colonist. 

The appearance of the name Launcelot in what look 
like two distinct Granger families in London opens up 
two further avenues of research. Of course it is pos- 
sible that the father of Lancelot of St. Antholin's was 
a nephew of the earlier Lancelot (d. 1593) who was from 
Cumberland. The Essex clue suggested by the will of 
the mother of the later Lancelot has not yet been fol- 
lowed. Mr. Wagner gave some attention to the Grangers 
of Cumberland, a county in the extreme north of England 
but on the west coast, which would answer the tradition 
al statement that the colonist was from the west of 
England. Mr. Wagner's report reads in part: 

"I obtained a list of Granger wills proved at Car- 
lisle. Between 1565 and 1700 there were 44, and of 
these 20 belonged to Wigton or its immediate neighbor- 
hood. Most of the rest belonged to a no less well de- 
fined district round about Kirkby Stephen in Westmor- 
land and some considerable distance from Wigton. The 
wills of this second group were for the time ignored; 
but those of the first were all examined and their con- 
tents tabulated genealogically. The results thus ob- 
tained were later supplemented by an examination of the 
Wigton Parish Registers from the year 160, (in which 
they begin) down to 1647. 

"The results can be briefly summarized. So far as 
Lancelot Granger the settler is concerned, they are al- 
together negative. No evidence for the existence of 
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auch a person is to be found in either the wills or the 
Registers. We find evidence, however, that Lancelot of 
London (died 1593) was the son of Thomas Grainger of 
Wigton, whose will was proved in 1578, and of Jane his 
wife; that the Grangers of Wigton at that time were al- 
ready a numerous and substantial family; that their 
numbers increased during the following century, some of 
the lines descending apparently from William Léuthbert 2) 
and John, the brothers of Lancelot, and the rest de- 
riving no doubt originally from the same stock. It is 
remarkable, however, that with the exception of the 
London merchant, not a single Lancelot occurs." 

Mr. Wagner discovered, however, an occurrence of 
this name in Oxfordshire, a central county to the west- 
ward of London. He reports that at the Heralds' Visi- 
tation of Oxfordshire made in 1634, a Pedigree was en- 
tered showing the three sons and three daughters of 
Thomas Grandger of Witney by his wife Anne, daughter of 
John Hampshire of Eynsham. The eldest son was Thomas 
Grandger of Witney, "Page of the Presence to King 
James," and the Pedigree was actually signed by the 
third, 'Lancelott Grandger'. 

The will of Thomas, the father, has not yet been 
found. The will of Lancelot of Witney, dated 1655, 
was proved at Oxford about 1659. He leaves property at 
Witney, Eynsham, and the neighborhood, and refers to 
his children Lancelott, Edward, William, Anne, Ursula, 
and Martha, as under age.+ ‘the son Lancelott can prob- 
ably be equated with a Lancelott ete) 8 of Witney, 
administration or whose goods was in 16074 granted to 
Thomas Grandger of the same place, his eldest son, or 
Stephen Brice his procurator. Hence neither the son 
nor the father in this group can be identified with the 
colonist who was in Ipswich by 1647 and then of age. 

No exhaustive study was made of Oxfordshire records, to 
ascertain whether a Lancelot might appear in some cog- 
nate branch. 

And now Dr. Herbert F. Seversmith has discovered 
[The American Genealogist, 29:47] a Launcelot Granger 
who had two children baptized in Shillington, Bedford- 
shire: John in 1635 and Launcelot in 1637. The child 
is of course too young to be the settler; and the fa- 
ther is too old unless the colonist was a much older 
man than supposed and unless he had had and lost a 
family before he emigrated from England. 

The above records are published mainly for the sake 
of interested descendants, especially those who may 
wish to pursue some of the clues further. it is also 
an excellent example of the risk which is run when it 
is lightly assumed that the mere appearance of an iden- 
tical name, even a supposedly rare combination of names 
such as Launcelot Granger, in English records, consti- 
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tutes evidence of identity with an American settler of 
that name. The discovery of the name in English rec- 
ords is at most a clue, and many clues prove on inves- 
tigation to be false clues, 

Here, it will be seen, we have records of four men 
named Lancelot Granger, three of whom were contemporary 
with the colonist (though definitely not identifiable 
with the colonist), and two of whom named sons after 
themselves. Of these, the London merchant (d. 1593) 
was from co. Cumberland, but a considerable study of 
this family has failed to unearth the existence of a 
later Lancelot. ‘he parishioner of St. Antholin's in 
London may belong to an Essex family, but no search of 
records in that county has been made. To these we may 
now add Lancelot Grandger in Oxfordshire and Launcelot 
Granger in Bedfordshire. 

it is almost as if we had an example here of what 
evolutionists call the principle of "convergence," but 
which genealogists can only shrug off as "coincidence," 
which sooner or later compelled every Granger family, 
regardless of origin or locale, to name a son Launcelot. 
Beginners in genealogy are often inclined to overem- 
phasize the incidence of given names. Despite the inm- 
portance of such incidence, experience teaches that 
coincidence hath indeed a long arm. 


Editor's Note. The name John Heminge in records of the estate 
of Lancelot Granger, 1593 (page 206) is obviouslv a misreading of 
Fleminge, since the same verson is mentioned in the estates of 
Thomas and William Granger, 1593 (page 27). 


RECENT BOOKS 


A Grammar of English Heraldry. By the late W. H. 

St John Hope, Second edition revised by Anthony R. 
Wagner, Richmond Herald. Cambridge University Press, 
1953. Cloth, 100 p., 7 1/2x5. $1.75. Index. 

this small book, beautifully printed, and containing 
165 illustrations, is vastly informative to all who, 
like the reviewer, have slight knowledge of the science 
or art of heraldry. ‘There are times when historians 
and genealogists need a reference book on the subject 
to clear up certain questions which arise in the course 
of their studies. Heraldry also has a fascination in 
itself, and a decorative or esthetic appeal. 

Many shy away from it, as from chess, because of its 
frightening terminology. This writer (the first edi- 
tion was published forty years ago) takes a sensible 
view, advocating the use of modern English for many 
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terms based apparently on mediaeval French. ‘he stu- 
dent of the subject still has to learn the terms for 
the different methods of dividing the shield and for 
the more common emblems employed. 

This treatise is an excellent introduction to the 
subject, giving something of the history and develop- 
ment of English heraldry, and explaining what the nov- 
ice needs to learn. 

The only unsatisfactory feature of the book is its 
index, which omits arms, devices or terms given in the 
list of illustrations or the glossary. But the list of 
illustrations is not alphabetical, and one would have 
to run through more than six double-columned pages to 
find, for example, that the arms of Latimer appear on 
page 90. The name Mortimer is not found in the index, 
the arms simply being included in the list of illustra- 
tions, although there is discussion of them in the text 
on pages 20-21. Reference is made in the index to the 
badge of the Vere family on page 49, where it is men- 
tioned in less than a line, but there is no reference 
to page 50 where considerable information is found re- 
garding the Vere arms. One finds crosses and crosslets 
in the index, but not bends; in the glossary under bend 
reference is made to two figures in the text (17 and 
18), but the bend is illustrated in other figures (for 
example, 54 and 146). On page 92 we are informed that 
"There is no such thing as a bar sinister," but the 
term bar does not occur in the index, and under bars 
in the glossary a single reference is given to a figure 
on page 10. It would be helpful if all arms and terms 
mentioned or illustrated could be combined in one gen- 
eral index. 


A Supplemental Report on Genealoyvical Research in 
Ireland. A second survey made in Ireland in 1952. By 
Margaret D. Falley, B.S., F.A.S.G. 36 p., typewriter- 
size, mimeographed. 147 Dempster Street, Evanston, 
Illinois. 

This is supplemental to the original report which 
appeared in The American Genealogist, 28:129-138, 236- 
244. Mrs. Falley has been able to add materially to 
the available sources listed in her first report. The 
present paper is a must for all who wish to trace an- 
cestry into Ireland. It is our understanding (and hope) 
that Mrs. Falley may eventually publish a definitive 
book on genealogical research in Ireland which will 
include the material given in her two reports together 
with whatever additional sources she may succeed in 
finding. This neglected field owes much to her efforts. 


Centennial and Bicentennial. Nathaniel Rochester

Two thumb-nail biographies, unusually well written. 
One is of Nathaniel Rochester (1752-1831), a nutive of 
Virginia and one of the chief founders of Rochester, 
N.Y., a city which bears his name. His wife was a 
Beatty, descending from William Asfordby of New York, 
one of the few early settlers for whom a Plantayenet 
descent is well established. ‘The adventurous career of 
his great-grandson, the versatile ‘thomas Kochester 
Shepard (1852-1928) is appended.

The Academia Mexicana has included many valuable and 
interesting articles in previous volumes. in this vol- 
ume we call attention to the paper on the English Raw- 
don family (pp. 29-70), with branches in Barbados and 
Mexico. In that country it flourishes under the name 
Raud6n. The account is well documented, and although 
there is a break in the proved line, the descent given 
seems probable. 

that our southern neighbors share with us the ex- 
citement of working back a line to royalty is evidenced 
by the tracing of a Guatemalan family (Gonzdlez Saravia) 
through de Mencos and de Echauz to Beaumont and the 
kings of Navarre and thus to the Capetian kings of 
France.

FROM A GENEALOGIST'S NOTEBOOK 


V. PATIENCE (GAYLORD) TOMLINSON 


Bv Donald Lines Jacobus, M.A., New Haven 


The marriage of Tsaac Tomlinson to Patience "Gayler" 
on 25 March 1712 is entered in Derby, Conn., records. 
Although the name appears in one printed source as "Tay 
lor" [Orcutt's History of Derby, p. 772], the name in 
the original record is plainly Gayler, which was a com- 
mon early spelling of the name Gaylord. One of the 
seven children of Patience, Mary Tomlinson, married 
Capt. Zachariah Hawkins, and named one of her children 
Gaylord Hawkins, and another Ruth. 

Several descendants have made great effort to learn 
the parentage of Patience, but without definite result. 
Married in 1/7l2, and her youngest child born 1730, it 
is evident that her date of birth must be placed not 
very much later than 1690, nor very much earlier; the 
outside limits have to be 1685 to 1695. This means 
that her father should be one of the grandsons of the 
first William Gaylord (ca. 1585-1673). He had four 
sons, William, Walter, Samuel and John, and we shall 
consider their sons in order. 

William Gaylord, Jr. ( -1656) had five sons: 
le. John (1649-1699), m. 1683 Mary Clark and left three 
children; later one of them died, and the other two, 
John and Mary, made an agreement to divide the estate. 
2. William, 3rd (1651-1680), m. 1671 Ruth Crow; it will 
be noted that he died too early to be father of Pati- 
ence. 3. Hezekiah (1653-16/7) died unmarried, estate 
divided by his brothers and sisters. 4. Josiah (16055- 
1727) removed to Norwich, Conn., and his will gave all 
his property to friends and to the family with which he 
lived. 5. Nathaniel (1656-1720) m. 1678 Abigail Bis- 
sell; agreement to divide his estate was made by the 
widow, four sons and five daughters; no daughter Pati- 
ence nor her heirs named. 

Walter Gaylord ( -1689) had four sons: 1. Joseph 
(1649-1712) m. 1670 Sarah Stanley, settled and died in 
Durham, Conn.; his will names his four sons and six 
daughters, none named Patience. 2. Benjamin (1655-bef. 
1691), see below. 3. Isaac (1657-1674), died at 17 
years. 4. Eleazer (1662-1714), m. 1686 Martha Thomp- 
son; the Court ordered his estate distributed to widow, 
two sons and four daughters, none named Patience. 

Samuel Gaylord ( -1689) left an only son, Samel 
(1657-1690) who died without issue, his estate going to 
his sisters. 

John Gaylord ( -1689) had probate which shows that 
along with two aaughters he left an only son, John; and 
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John, Jr. (1667-1740) m. 1701 Elizabeth Marshall and 
left a will naming one son and two daughters (none 
named Patience) in such terms as to indicate clearly 
that they were the only surviving children. 

Thus by elimination it appears that the only member 
of the Connecticut Gaylord family available for father 
of Patience is Benjamin Gaylord (1655-bef.1691). His 
record is very obscure, but he had children and his 
wife seems to have been Ruth Williams. 

The account of Benjamin Gaylord's estate in Manwar- 
ing's Digest [1:446] is unsatisfactory. it quotes a 
Court record dated 5 March 1691/2 that administration 
was granted to John Porter, to dispose of the Estate 
and of the children to the best advantage. (Presumably 
the children would be "disposed of" by placing them 
with relatives or apprenticing them.) Manwaring also 
states that the inventory of Benjamin Gaylord "& his 
Widow" was taken 5 Feb. 1690/1 by John Porter and Wil- 
liam Williams, and amounted to only £21.11.00. Doubt- 
less that was used up before the children were raised 
to adulthood, and there is no further record of the 
estate. 

A close examination of the inventory in the Files 
reveals a little more than Manwaring gives. There was 
no land, but after a listing of household utensils is 
an item, "“recd from Gocdman Williams estate" £2.16.0; 
also, "by what ye children cf Wm was promised," £2.0.0. 
This leads to an examination of the Williams estates. 

The will of William Williams, Sr., of Hartford, made 
4 Feb. 1687/8, proved 20 Jan. 1689/90, names five sons 
and four daughters, one of whom was Ruth. A notation 
was made that "one daughter is infirm, with small chil- 
dren to be put out." Also, that "administrators are to 
expend the Estate of Ruth Williams for her maintenance 
first." The will of Jane Williams, widow of Willian, 
Sr., made 23 Dec. 1689, proved 20 Jan. 1689/90, gave 
extra to her son Gabriel "to maintain his sister Ruth 
and her children." ([Manwaring's Digest, 1:520-521.) 

{t is clear that Ruth Williams was the daughter who was 
infirm and had children who were to be "put out," i.e. 
apprenticed. Although referred to once under her mai- 
den name, it is evident, lrom her having at least two 
or three children, that she was a young widow. She was 
very i11 when Willian Williams left instructions to his 
sons concerning her just before his death, which prob- 
ably occurred in December 1689, prior to the 23rd of 
that month when his widow Jane made her will. 

The widow of Benjamin Gaylord had died by 5 Feb. 
1690/1 when the inventory of their joint estates was 
taken, and Benjamin had died some time before this. 

The John Porter who was made administrator was husband 
of Benjamin's sister, Joanna Gaylord. Porter, together

with William Williams [Jr.] took the inventory, and 
the latter was brother of Ruth Williams. When we con- 
siager these relationships, and in addition and especi- 
ally the fact that the inventory was increased by over 
£2 "recd from Goodman Williams estate," it seems quite 
certain that Ruth Williams was the wife of Benjamin 
Gaylord; that he died by December 1689; and that Ruth 
died before February, 1690/1. 

The reason for the silence of the Windsor and Hart- 
ford records regarding the children of Benjamin and 
Ruth (Williams) Gaylord may be that for a few years the 
family lived in East Hampton, Long Island. Benjamin 
Gaylord bought ten acres in that town from John Edwards 
in February, 1678/9, and sold 17 April 1679 to James 
Loper. The last we here of him there was on 22 Feb. 
1685/6, when he witnessed a deed given by David Gardi- 
ner of Gardiner's Island to Jeremiah Conkling, Jr., of 
East Hampton. [East Hampton Town Records, 1:430; 2: 
80, 178.] An examination of four privateers in Hart- 
ford, 8 Aug. 1682, disclosed that they were brought 
"into these parts" by Benjamin "Gaylor" in his whale 
boat. (Col. Rec. Conn. 3:318-319. | 

No record has been found of the children of Benjamin 
Gaylord, and they are unknown unless Patience wife of 
Isaac Tomlinson was one of them. Married in 1712, she 
could have been born about 1689, shortly before, or 
even after, Benjamin's death; a possible reason, per- 
haps, why Ruth would name a daughter Patience. If Ben- 
jamin had any children live to maturity, they would 
most likely be daughters, since stray unplaced Gaylords 
of that generation are limited to Patience so far us 
this writer knows. 

One curious circumstance should be mentioned. IL[saac 
Tomlinson was born about 1689 (died 27 Jan. 1754 in his 
64th year, gravestone), the youngest of the three sons 
of William Tomlinson, Sr., of ey His eldest broth- 
er, William Tomlinson, Jr. (d. 1/30) had an entirely 
unknown wife who died before him and hence is not named 
in his will. The odd fact is, she named a son Benjamin 
and adaughter Ruth, names not previously found in this 
branch of the Tomlinson family. If these names had oc- 
curred among the children of Isaac and Patience (Gay- 
lord) Tomlinson, they would pretty well "tie up" our 
conclusion that Patience was daughter of Benjamin and 
Ruth (Williams) Gaylord. Instead, they occur among the 
children of Isaac's brother William. We do not wish to 
pursue conjecture too far, but is it not possible that 
there were two surviving Gaylord girls of this family, 
and that the elder was the unknown wife of William Tom- 
linson, Jr., while Patience married William's brother? 
Multiple marriages within the same family groups were 
then extremely common. 
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
